FOR HIGH-RISE BUILDING AT 25TH AND H 


The District of Columbia Zoning Commission has 
denied an application for the rezoning of two Foggy 
Bottom lots, now being used principally as a parking 
lot, in Square 17 at 25th and H Streets. The owners 
had requested in November and again in January that 
the lots' classification be changed to high-density 
residential, and on both occasions the Zoning Com- 
mission denied the applications without a hearing. 


In a letter to the Zoning Commission, FBA Presi- 
dent Donald J. Carbone stated that the change "would 
adversely affect the entire Foggy Bottom area by 
permitting another high-rise, high-density apart- 
ment building in an already extremely congested 
area. |! 


FBA Zoning Subcommittee Chairman Edward Minor 
commented that the ''Commission's action is appre- 
ciated by area residents interested in maintaining 
the low-density residential character of the property 
in and near Square 17.'' Minor also stated that the 
Subcommittee is at work on a constructive proposal 
for a permanent solution to this recurring zoning 
problem.

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HOW THE FOGGY BOTTOM NEWS GOT STARTED 


Some Notes on its Eighth Anniversary 
By Charley Rogers — Illustrated by Shirley Kennard 


A note in my diary for January 31, 1958 reads: 
"Took a day's leave of absence to work on FOGGY 
BOTTOM NEWS." My day's work appeared under a 
score of headlines in the first issue of the NEWS, 
dated February 1958. So this month marks our 
birthday. We are eight years old. 


Herb Socks, George MacKinnon and I gave birth to 
the little paper one evening when I stopped by their 
Eye Street home to have a drink of George's Scotch. 
I said to Herb, then President of the Association, 
"Why don't we start a paper?'' and Herb answered, 
"Why not?" George chimed in with, "I'll be busi- 
ness and circulation manager, and get the paper 
printed on NBC's mimeograph at cost of labor." 


The idea of a paper for Foggy Bottom had been sim- 
mering in my mind almost from the day I moved in- 
to my house in Hughes Mews, in July 1955. Foggy 
Bottom fascinated me, for it was then something al- 
most unique -- a village of little houses set down 
within a large city. But more than a year later, 
early in 1958, I didn't know much about it, really, 
and I thought that getting out a newspaper for the 
neighborhood would force me to become acquainted. 
It did.

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I continued to write and/or edit the NEWS for four 
years, when George and Herb moved away and no- 
body came forward to do advertising and circulation 
for the paper. It was the official organ of the Asso- 
ciation then as now, but during those first 4 years 
it was actually my paper -- pure personal journal- 
ism. Any resemblance to objectivity in it was coin- 


cidental. Occasionally we published announcements 
of Association business, true, but mostly it was a 
subjective representation of Foggy Bottom as I saw 
it. In all of my 40 years of newspaper work I never 
had so much fun writing, because I was free to write 
as I pleased. Nobody edited me. 


During those years I tried to make the NEWS read 
like a letter from home, with lots of names of people 
in the "village" with as many people as possible in- 
volved in the project. 


George got three advertisers for the first edition -- 
Gold's Liquors, D&W Market, and Woodward and 
Norris Real Estate. George charged our advertis- 
ers $5 an ad, and agreed to take no ad from a com- 
petitor. Times have changed.

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FOGGY BOTTOM CRIME PICTURE CHANGED 
CAPT. BISHOP WARNS OF FLIM-FLAM GAME 


Major crime in the Third Precinct area was up by 
40% during 1965, according to Captain Raymond 
Bishop. Reporting at the January Crime Council 
meeting, Captain Bishop stated that he is continuing 
to vary his tactics as necessary to meet the con- 
stant changes in crime pattern. 


In the Foggy Bottom part of the Precinct, there con- 
tinues to be frequent incidents of housebreaking and 
auto theft, while crimes of violence remain rare. 
Some of the recent housebreakings are believed to 
be the work of school truants, and Captain Bishop 
plans to seek the cooperation of school authorities 
in combatting this. 


A group of 'flim-flam" artists has been at work in 
the Precinct, preying especially on elderly ladies. 
Local banks have been asked to notify the police 
when depositors withdraw a large amount of money 
in cash. 


Bill Simon, the Foggy Bottom Association repre- 
sentative to the Crime Council, brought up the ques- 
tion of complaints made by people living near the 
Channel House bar. Although complaints have been 
made to the Police by various neighbors about noise 
and other problems associated with the bar, the 
Precinct recently reported to the ABC Board that 
their records contain no information of a serious 
nature on the establishment.
